THE NEED IS NOW 


Why should we people of the Chino, Pomona and Cuca- 
monga Basins worry about California’s stake in, the Colorado 
River? 

Why not let Los Angeles and Imperial Valley interests do 
the worrying as they receive the most benefit? 

Here is the answer to all such short-sighted and self- suf- 
ficient individuals: 

The State of California has a large and vital stake in the 
Colorado River. At least half of the state, measured in terms 
not only of present population but also of reasonably pro- 
spective population, is dependent in whole or in part on the 
Colorado River as the source of water supply for irrigation, 
domestic, municipal and industrial purposes, and also as a very 
substantial and important source of electric power supply. 

And incidentaily, a great deal of the electrical energy now 
consumed in the Chino, Pomona and Cucamonga Basins, comes 
from the great Hoover Dam. 

Over a million acres of lands — about half of which are 
now irrigated — in the desert region of southern California 
are dependent almost solely on the Colorado River as a source 
of water supply for irrigation and for domestic and industrial 
purposes as well. 

Not only is Colorado River water essential for potential 
demands, its need is already here. 

There are several important and highly developed areas 
in the coastal region, including the City of Claremont and San.

California-Arizona citrus grow- 
ers will produce one of the finest 
quality crops in years during the 
coming season, Paul S. Arm- 
strong, general manager of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, reported to the Board of 
Directors at the annual meeting 
of the marketing cooperative to- 
day. 

“All estimates point to excel- 
lent fruit quality and larger 
orange sizes, particularly on na- 
vels. It is too early to estimate 
valencias,” Armstrong _ stated. 
“This is very encouraging after 
the tremendous loss in volume and 
reduced quality as a result of the 
freezing weather of last winter.” 

The effects of the damaging 
cold weather were reflected in 
every phase of citrus industry ac- 
tivity, the Sunkist general mana- 
ger reported. 

32 PCT. LOSS 

“It is estimated that 46,000 car- 
loads of fruit in California and 
‘Arizona were destroyed by the 
freeze,” Armstrong said. ‘The 
volume lost was equivalent to 32 
percent of production.” 

Because of the substantially re- 
duced volume of fruit, price levels 
were higher this year than last, 
particularly on lemons.
